| OATES OF ALABAMA 


IS ON HAND WITH A POOCKETFUL 
OF IDEAS, » 


HE ANTS A GOOD MAN FORSPEAKER 


And\ His Views Upon the Pension Bills, the 
House Rules, the Taking of Votes and 
Other Matters of General Interest. 


Colonel Oates, of Alabama, reached here this 
morning. 

He is the first of the Alabama congressmen 
to putin an appearance. 

As usual, Colonel Oates retarned with a new 
and original idea—a plan which he hopes to 
have adopted. It is a new method to provide 
for the payment of pensions. 

HE HAS AN IDEA, 

“T have an idoa, and I think a just and good 
one,”’ he said, in answer to a query, ‘which I 
intend putting in shape of a bill, and which I 
hope to see become a law. The, government 
will pay out this year fully $150,000,000 in 
the shape of pensions. One-third 
of this amount, or 50,000,000, is 
paid by the people of the soutH, not $1,000,000 
of which is returned to that section. Here we 
pay many so-called veterans $75 for the loss 
of an arm, who, if they had the lost member, 
could not earn one-third of the amount. 
Again, it is building up a separate and distinct 
class, who live entirely upon the government 
crib. Men are like hogs. When they are get- 
ting well fed from a filled crib they become 
lazy and worthless. Again, this legislation is 
simply the result of demagoguery. I believe 
in pensioning deserving veterans, but I am 
opposed to the business as we are now Ccon- 
ducting it. 

“‘“However, as it looks as though it must go 
on at this extravagant rate, my solution of the 
question is the establishment of an income tax 
for the payment of pensions. Tax every in- 
dividual a certain per cent on all incomcs ex- 
ceeding $16,000 a year, and tax corporations, 
too, but make the rate less than on individu- 
als. This would make the rich men of the 
country bear their just provortion of the ex- 
penses of the government. Ihave, however, 
not formulated the details of the plan yet. 

LOANING MONEY ON REAL ESTATE. 

‘And there is another bill I hope 
to have passed this _ session. i 
the bill I introduced last session 
authorizing national banks to loan 50 per cent 
of their capital stock on real estate. Both the 
bankers and the people want this, andI be- 
lieve it will result in good ali around.’’ 

THE SPEAKERSHIP QUESTION. 

‘Flow about the speakership ?” 

‘The speakership? We want the best man, 
whether he be fromthe north or from the 
south. Wewant a good parliamentarian, a 
conservative and able man, anda man of 
courage. Much depends upon our next 
speaker. He should seléct his committee, 
and without fearand favor. Upon the selec- 
tion of a competent chairman and the organ- 
ization of the committee, the result of the 
next presidential election, in a large measure, 
depends. 

“The republicam congressmen’ already 
claim that the recent defeat will cause 
them to get together and work that much the 
more earnestly. They claimit will mean victory 
for them in ’92. But the sectional cry is all 
bosh. A conservative southern man will do 
the party as much good asa northerner. We 
are one country and one people. 

RULES OF THE HOUSE. 

‘‘Another matter we should devote much at- 
tention and study to—the rules of the next 
house. We do not want Reed’s gag rnies, 
neitber do we want our old rules. Reed’s gave 
too much power to the speaker. Our’s did 
not give enough. They allowed too 
much room. for filibustering. I also 
favor the new electric system of taking aye 
and nay votes. The present system consumes 
too much time, and gives too great an oppor- 
tunity for dilatory tactics. It takes half an 
hour to call the roll and record the votes under 
the present system. With the electric indi- 
cator, a vote could be taken and announced 
within five minutes. This system would, 
however, make members think for themselves. 

THE FORCE BILL. 

‘Oh, yos, the republicans of the senate want 
to pass the force bill. They have a majority 
and can doitifthey are unanimous, but I 
doubt the ability of the leaders to hold the 
western meninline. Ithink they will fail 
again.”’

ACCIDEN ™S TO TWO FOOTBALL 
TEAMS. 


THE GRAND STAND COLLAPSES 


At the Yale-Princeton Game, and Fifty 
_People Injured—A Football Team in 
Indianapolis Has a Smash-Up. 


Brooxtyn, November 27.—A_ terrible 
, accident occurred on the football grounds 
at Eastern park, Brooklyn, a few minutes 
after 12 o’clock, and before the Yale-Princton 
game began. 

The big free stand on the eastern side of the 
grounds, furthest from the grand stand, sud- 
denly collapsed, carrying down with it the en- 
tire load of human beings. The crash came 
without any warning whatever, and at the 
time the long rows of bleachers were closely 
packed with spectators. It is estimated 


that there were more than 2,000 people on the 


structure at the time. A scene of indescriba- 
ble confusion and panic followed the crash, 


“avhich was heard in all parts of the grounds. 


The occupants were mostly men, a great ma- 
jority of them students from Yale and Prince- 
ton. 

There were also many women in the crowd. 
They all lay in a confused and struggling mass 
upon the ground. Many of them were com- 
pletely buried under the wreckage of planks 
and §joists, ‘of which the rickerty structure 
was built. The screams and shrieks and 
groans which came from the unfortunates were 
heartrending to hear. Many fainted from the 
injuries they received. 

In an instant there wasa general rush for that 
part of the field and ascore or more police- 
men were soon engaged in pulling the maimed 
and wounded from the wreck. Others lent 
their assistance and within ten minutes the 
whole place had been cleared. At] first it 
was feared that some might have 
been killed, but this fear proved unfounded. 

A great many persons, however, were very 
severely hurt, and broken limbs and bruised 
heads and bodies were numerous. Many 
friends of the wounded people had them carried 
at once out of the grounds and placed in hacks, 
which. took them away before their names 
could be learned. Inthis way a great many 
cases were not reported to the police. The 
big dressing room under the grand stand was 
turned into a hospital, and surgeons from 
the Brooklyn hospital had their hands full 
with patients.

A lot of boys—a dozen or more—names un- 
learned, who stood on the top row of the’bleach- 
ers, were badly brused andcut. The only ladies 
who were hurt were two Brooklyn women, one 
of whom had a foot crushed, and the other her 
leg bruised. They were first taken to the 
manager’s office, near the main entrance, and 
were afterwards taken from the grounds by 
their friends. Some of those who were buried 
beneath the wreckage and who were taken 
out unconscious, afterwards recovered and de- 
clined to be treated. They went on the field 
again and found other places to view the game. 

he lowest estimate puts the number of people 
injured at fifty, while others placeit as high as 
sixty or more. 

The stand was evidently in a most unsafe 
condition, for the broken timbers showed that 
many of them were nearly rotien intwo, while 
the whole structure was the most flimsy affair 
imaginable, -and when it began to 
fil up with spectators, the joists 
were heard to crack and strain, and 
many Who started to find seats gave it u 
asa dangerous job. Several persons ph 
themselves near the entrance of the stand be- 
fore the accident occurred and warned the 
people not to.go up, as it was unsafe. It was 
reported that bets were made quite early of five 
to one that the stand would go down before the 
game was over. 7 

The greatest indignation prevailed among 
the people on the grounds against the manage- 
ment of Eastern park, and the blame was ail put 
upon those officers.{Every one asserted that an 
examination of the structure would have 
shown thatit was utterly insufficient tosup- 
port the crowd which would occupy it.

The members of the 
victorious team determined to celebrate their 
victory and shortly after 7 o’clock tonight 
began to make the roundsof the city in a 
tally-ho coach. 

While crossing the street railroad tracks in 
the center of the city, the king bolt of the 
vehicle broke. There were thirty persons in- 
side of the coach and on the roof at the time.

THE CHATTAHOOCHEE CIRCUIT. 


Talbot County Presents Two Candidates for 
the Vacancy. 


TALBOTTON, Ga., November 27.—[Special.] 
Talbotton will present the names of two can- 
didates to the legislature for the judgeship of 
the Chattahoochee circuit vacancy caused by 
the death of Judge Smith. The candidates 
will be Captain R. M. Willis and Mr. J. H. 
Martin. 

Captain Willis ranks among the brainiest 
lawyers of the state. He was admitted to the 
bar in 1858, since which time he has 
successfully practiced his chosen profession, 
except four years spentin the service of his 
country during the civil war. At the first call 
to arms he enlisted as a private in the Third 
Georgia Cavalry, and was afterward promoted 
to captain. On one occasion, while leading a 
charge, he was badly wounded in his right leg, 
and had his horse killed from under him. 
He was captured by Colonel (afterwards Gen- 
eral) Palmer of Illinois. 

Colonel Palmer noticing his wound bleeding, 
told Captain Willis that if he would give him his 
word to remain in a certain farmhouse which 
they were passing until next morning, he 
would leave him and send an ambulance for 
him the next morning, when his wound would 
be dressed. Captain Willis appreciated his 
kindness and gave him his word to remain. 
During the night a squad of his company 
found him in the farmhouse, and of course 
persuaded him to go back with them. ‘‘No,”’ 
said Captain Willis, ‘‘my word is pled , aud 
while I know a yankee prison will be my 
fate, I —— keep my pledge, and here I will 
stay’’ ia. comrates thon 20 carry 
him by force. Captain Willis, drawing his 
sword, told them he would keep his pledge or 
die in the effort. For twelve months 
he was a prisoner on Johnston’s island, 
aud suffered ail the horrors of a prisoner’s life. 
After the war he returned to his profession. 
He has been elected to the legislature threé 
times from this county, in 1868, 1884 and 1886. 
He was s0 popular that he was elected each 
time without opposition. He is a lawyer of 
fine ability—equal to any in the circuit—and a 
man could not be found who would preside 
with more dignity or more impartiality than 
R. M. Willis. _ 

Mr. Martin, his opponent, is an able young 
lawyer. He has served one term in the legis- 
lature, isa brainy young man, and if elected 
would doubtless make a good judge.

CHILD IS STILL A MYSTERY. 


A NICE LITTLE SENSATION EXPLODED 


It Was Claimed that Charlie Ross Was iz 
Prison in Boston—Officers Investigate, 
and the Story Proves a “Fake.” 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., November 27.—It ig 
more than probable that Charlie Ross, the 
long-lost kidnaped son of Christian K. Roas, 
has at last been found. The detective bureau 
at the New York police headquarters is fully 
convinced that they have discovered the bov.

WHICH THE PEOPLE OF MILLEDGE- 
VILLE HAVE WITNESSED. 


The Corner-Stone Ceremonies of the Girls 
Industrial School of Georgia—Speeches 
by the Governor and Others. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., November 27.—[Spe- 
cial. }— Not in a}! the his of this historical 
city, from the moment t the legislative 
committee pitched their tents at Jarrett 
Springs, and amid drinking and revelry 
selected a great forest as the spot for a future 
prosperous city, up to the present day, has 
there been an event that compared to the 
corner-stone ceremonies today. 

Of a)l that has occurred in the past to give 
this city history, political gathering and of 
the great days when it was the seat of gov- 
ernment and the cradle of legislation, noth- 
ing has brought together such a surging mass 
ef humanity, representing the business, poli- 
tics, religion and society of the great 
_ Empire State, as this day has 
brought to witness the beginning 
of legislative aid in behalf of the girls of 
Georgia. 

An accurate estimate of the crowd is almost 
inipossible, but good judges put the figure all 
the way from 12,000 to 20,000. 

Before daylight this morning the city wes 
filled with visitors, and by 9 o’clock the streets 
were almost impassable. The vast crowds 
that came made up probably the most notable 
gathering ever witnessed in Georgia. The 
governor, senators, legislators, the highest 
officers and most prominent members of 
Masonry and Odd Fel'’ows, distinguished edu- 
cators and divines, crack military companies, 
members of the press and bar from every- 
where, distinguished women from all over the 
south, prominent business men and 
private citizens from every quarter went 
to make up the great assemblage. How 
well they were treated and entertained by the 
hospitable people of this thriving city, and 
with what splendid success the great pro- 
gramme was carried out, can be feebly ex- 
pressed when it is said that without an ex- 
ception every man, woman and child who 
came within her gates this morning, is loud in 
praise of this plucky people tonight. 

THE GREAT PARADE FORMED. 

Promptly at 11:30 o’clock this morning the 
great parade was formed on Green street, 
opposite the Middle Georgia Military and 
Agricuitural college. The procession was 
headed by a squad of mounted police, followed 
by the Milledgeville band; then the Baldwin 
Blues with the battalion colors, com- 
pany A and company B of Middle 
Georgia Cadets, about ninety strong, 
the duBingon Volunteers, Middle Georgia 
Artillery with two cannons, the Macon Volun- 
teers, who arrived on the 11 o’clock train, the 
Putnam Rifles, the asylum band, Hon. W. Y. 
Atkinson and wife, together with Governor 
Northen, in a huge decorated car made for 
the occasion, and drawn by four spanking 
thoroughbreds. Then came the members of 
the legislature, about 200 strong, distinguished 
educators of the south, headed by President 
Peel, of the Mississippi Girls’ Industrial 
school, directors of the Georgia Industrial col- 
lege, the board of trustees and faculty of the 
Middle Georgia Military and Agricultural col- 
lege, the county officials, members of the press, 

Clergy, citizens’ band and Masons. 

The parade was one of the grandest page- 
ants ever witnessed in Georgia, . and 
would have been an honor to any occasion in a 
city five times as large as this. The officers in 
charge of the parade were Lieutenant Colonel 
J. Colton Lynes, Captains Liacas and Howard. 
More than 7,000 people were in the procession, 
and as it moved up Green street, and then into 
Stark, it covered nearly a mile of ground. 

THE CORNER-STONE CEREMONIES. 

The head of the procession halted on the 
west side of the building, and the governor, 
with Mr. and Mrs. W. Y. Atkinson, the legis- 
lature, Masonic officers headed by Hon. John 
S. Davidson, and other distinguished guests 
were escorted to the great scaffold, where the 
ceremonies were begun, after a beautiful ad- 
dress by Hon. Bob Whitfield. 

Colonel Whitfield, eloquent and happy al- 
ways, was at his best, and fairly electrified the 
thousands who listened to his Demosthenes- 
like eloquence. Major J. Colton Lynes, 
president of the Middle Georgia college, was 
master of ceremonies, and presided with a be- 
coming dignity and grace. 

Hon. John 8. Davidson, grand master of the 
Masonic fraternity of Georgia, was then intro- 
duced, and he began conducting the cere- 
monies of laying the corner stone. With im- 
pressive and solemn form, the stone was laid 
to its resting plece. Beneath it was placed a 
tin box containing the following articles: 

Marriage invitation of Mr. Randolph Wright 
and Miss Rosa Mapp; roll of members of Tal- 
mage lodge I. O. O. F.; Spanish half dollar; cata- 
logue of Middle Georgia Agricultural college 
1890; copies of newspapers; autographs of Jeffer- 
son Davis, Alex Stephensg confederate postage 
stamps and bills. : 

The stone having been laid Mr. Davidson 
delivered his address, It wasa masterpiece of 
eloquence, sound logic and wit through and 
through. He reviewed the history of Georgia’s 
shameful neglect of her schools, and said that 
a brighter day had dawned upon the grand old 
state. 

GOVERNOR NORTHEN’S SPEECH. 

He was followed by Governor Northen, who 
made a speech that kept the crowd firmly in 
the grip of his powerful eloquence. He paid 
m beautiful tribute to Mrs. Atkinson, wife of 
the authdr of the bill. In the course of his 
speech, when he said that if he were called 
upon in behalf of Georgia to point out 
the noble origin of this great movement he 
would lay his hand, not upon the wise heads 
of Georgia lawmakers, not upon the brainy son 
of Georgia who introduced the bill, but upon 
‘‘a little bitof a woman with a great big 
heart.” Mrs. Atkinson, who was sitting near, 
raised her handkerchief to catch the tears of 
gladness that filled her eyes. 

Governor Northen was followed by Miss 
Julia Fleisch, of Augusta, who read a most 
brilliant and touching paper on the lessons of 
the day’s ceremonies. With an easy grace 
and flow of bright. sayings, Miss Flcisch’s pa- 
per charmed every heart, and was frequently 
interrupted with repeated applause. , 

Several letters were read from congressmen 
and distinguished statesmen. 

THEN CAME THE DINNER. 

Then came the dinner, one of the finest 
spreads ever seen in the country. The tables 
were a little over 2,000 feet long, and covered 
from end to end with viands and dainties of 
t..e choicest and best kinds.

last night upon his arrival in Macon: 

MACcoN, Ga., Noveinber 26.—Hon. J. T. Boifeuitl- 
let, Atlanta, Ga.—We, the undersigned telegraph 
operators of Macon and vicinity, hasten to express 
our utmost solicitude for the speedy passage of 
the bill introduced by you in the house today, pro- 
hibiting railroad companies in Georgia from em- 
ploying any telegraph operator under eighteen 
years of age, and who has not had at least one 
year’s experience as an operator. Speaking from 
experience, we are in full sympathy with the bill. 

It is anindisputable fact that nine-tenths of 
the terrible railroad disasters attributable to tele- 
graph operators in America are directly traceable 
to inexperienced and grossly ignorant and in- 
competent boy operators. And we hold that 
travel is seriously imperiled on any road 
where such service is permissible.

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THE EVIDENCE ALL IN 


AND THE ARGUMENT OF COUNSEL 
HAS BEGUN. 


The Trial of Cothran for the Killing of 
Weber Continued in Floyd Superior 
Court—The Prisoner’s Statement. 


Romr, Ga., November 27.—[{Special.]}—The 
superior court adjourned yesterday afternoon 
until 8:30 o’clock this morning. A great crowd 
of spectators ®egan to gather long before the 
hour, an@the courtroom and stairways were 
Packed when Judge Maddox took his seat and 
Sheriff Jenkins cried, ‘‘Let there be order.” 
The crowd could not be seated, but a great 
many rema@ped standing the whole day. 

The prisoner, James E. Cothran, looked 
bright and cheerful, and a bright smile beamed 
from his face as he spoke to his friends. His 
mother and wife were present, and a large 
number of other ladies attended. 


The court adjourned yesterday evening, after 


the defendant had introduced John Negrien. 

The defense introduced John M. Vandiver 
as their first witness this morning. Vandiver 
testified that he knew Joseph Weber, the de- 
ceased ; that he was a strong man in his arms; 
that his, general character for violence was 
bad; that he was overbearing; Vandiver was 
a warm friend of Cothran; that he had helped 
defendant in all he could in his defense; that 
violence displayed was only in words; that 
Weber talked like an anarchist. 

Mayor Taylor, of south Rome, testified ¢hat 
Weber’s reputation for violence was bad; his 
violence displayed only in words. 

A. H. Deal testified: Temper for vivience 
of the deceased was bad; Weber was strong in 
hisarmsand hands; shears would develop 
the muscles of arms and hands; Weber was 
very overbearing. 

Jadge Joel Branham testified he had talked 
with John Roser, the state’s main witness. 
Roser told him Weber was as a father to him, 
though Roser had no recollection of the state- 
ment, and denied it. 

J. R. Craton testified Weber’s reputation 
for violence. 

Mr. C. H. Smith testified that he did not 
think J. E. Cothran had a man’s strength. 

THE DEFENDANT’S STATEMENT. 

The defendant here made his statement, and 

the great throng with eager ears listened 


in perfect stillness to his words. 

Cothran took off his coat, rolled up his shirt 
sleeve and exhibited his arm to the jury. One 
of the jnrors felt his arm to test the muscle. 
Defendant replaced his coat and said: ‘On 
the Ist of June, 1890, I met: Joseph Weber, 
who was in an intoxicated condition. Weber 
wanted me to go into business with him; I 
waited until another time and we talked the 
matter over. Weagreed ona trade. An in- 
ventory of the stock was made, which showed 
from $2,000 to $3,000 worth of goods. Weber 
owed Jack King $2,900 and M. Wright 
from $500 to 3600. We agreed each should 
draw $15 per week until September... After- 
wards $25 per week each. Business ran along 
quietly until a few days before the difti- 
culty, when Weber complained of poor 
collections. Weber wanted to dissolve 
partnership. H. M. Wright said 
Weber would give me $150 to withdraw. I 
refused, but told him to give me $300. He 
said he thought he could arrange it. It was 
not arranged. Mr, Weber had Will Moore to 
look over our books. Mooresaid he didn’t want 
tohave anything to do with it. I told Weber to 
get anybody to look over the books and I would 
pay for the trouble. Mr. Weber became very 
mad, and he stamped his left foot, flung his 
books down on the desk, and said he wanted a 
settlement d—n quick. SaidtoJohn: ‘‘Shut 
the doors, and everybody get out, and we will 
settle it.”’ 
right away to the front doors and closed them. 
It tiashed through my mind torun out the 
back dvor; DUT L TOMemperet it—wag darayed 
and rotten in the building, So I 
pulled my pistol. when Weber advanced 
With shears in his hands. I told him 
to stop, don’t be in a hurry. He advanced and 
I fired; he kept advancing and I retreating. 
I walked toward Mr. Prickett and surren- 
dered. I did not tell anybody Weber had 
nothing in his hands, There was no shortage 
on Mr. Weber’s books, but legitimate expenses. 

The statement made a greatimpréssion. In 
a clear voice and unhesitatingly it was deliy- 
ered. 

CLOSING THE EVIDENCE. 

The defense closed at 11 o’clock. The state, 
in rebuttal, introduced twelve witnesses before 
dinner. Two female witnesses swore that 
John Negrien, the main witness of the de- 
fense, said ‘‘He did not believe in a hereafter 
and he didn’t mind swearing a lie.”’ 

At 2 o’clock court commenced; and the im- 
peachment of witnesses was resumed, some 
swearing they would beliove them on oath, 
others not until 3 o’clock, and both sides an- 
nounced closed. 

Judge Maddox desired an announcement as 
to number of speeches, and time of argument. 
Three speeches for the state, and three for the 
defense was announced, and unlimited time, 
if desired, though six hours a side might be 
sulficient. At 3o’clock Mr. Nat Harris, for 
the state, began his argument, and spoke 
plainly and _ forcibly. Argument con- 
suined the evening. Seab Wright, 
Judge Branham and Congressman Cothran 
will speak for the defense; Mr. Hoskinson and 
Mr. L. A. Dean for the state. 

Mrs. Weber, wife of the deceased, appeared 
in court, and one of the little children. A 
large number of ladies were present today, 
and the interest increases, and the crowd of 
spectators grows larger.

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SUGAR BOILING AND CANE GRINDING. 


VaLbosTa, Ga., November 26.—[Special.]— 
Sweets are of great antiquity. Israel required 
his sons, when “the famine was sore in the 
land,” to take “‘a little honey’’ as a present to 
the man who was governor of all Egypt, and 
as a similitude oftleanliness the Lord of Hosts 
promised to the faithful “a land that floweth 
with milk and honey.” Tho fruit of the vine 
and fig tree was a conception ofit, from its 
sacharine property. The ancients were firm 
adherents to “sweet substances,’ and the 


moderns are no less lovers of caramels, bon- 


bons, etc. The ‘candy man,"’ in every city, 
town and village, isan important feature anda 
potent factor in supplying the wants 
of mankind. 

Where does our confectionery come from? 
Ask not of the winds, that sough mid 
the foliage of the tall pines, nor of the 
billows that roar in ocean depth; but, go down 

= 

to the sngar cane belt of our sunny south, and 
there you can learn: how is prepared 
granulated sweets that compose the 
constituent element that are incorporated into 
the confections of our world. Sugar cane is of 
the grass stock, and allied to the corn growth, 
indigenous to the soil of temperate and torrid 
America, Asia, Africa and southern Europe. 
The vyarieties of cane that produce 
sweet -juices are wuumerous, but none 
so. desirable in granulation than 
the semi-tropical West India sugar cane, 
which varieties are locally known as green, 
blue, ribbon and yellow Simpson. In the 
lower Mississippi sugar belt the production is 
immense, to that extent, that it requires pon- 
derous machinery to prepare it for the markets 
of the world, but to realize the full enjoy- 
ment of a sugar boiling one must 
visit the Georgia sugar region, and observe 
the primitive methods of expressing the cane 
juice; also the manner of nianufacturing 
syrup and sugar.

Three miles south of the above point weare the 
guest of the irresistible James A. Wisen- 
baker, whose. name is a household word for 
genuine hospitality and unreserved courtesy. 
His mill is canopied with a huge shelter, 
which includes a 100-gallon iron kettle repos- 
ing upon a furnace of ‘brick, which, 
with the modern appliance, an 
automatic skimmer, runs off from seventy- 
five to one hundred gallons daily of pure 
marketable syrup. The crushers or rollers are 
elevated upon a platform of heavy timbers, 
connected by an upright vertical shaft sup- 
porting a huge lever, to which is attached a 
pair of mules, whose circular jour- 
ney is tedious and monotonous to beholders, 
but accepted asone of the burdens by the 
patient hybrids. The juice is expressed be- 
tween cylindrical rollers or crushers, and the 
substance is conveyed into receptacles through 
canals, and thence into these huge kettles, 
where it is boil, boil, boil, skim, skim, skim, 
until it has assumed a red tinge, and hotter ten 
times than the heat that THz CONSTITUTION 
engine derives its motive power from.

It is clear, 
transparent and amber in appearance, and 
if jwe may ha regarded a3 & Com- 
petent judge—superior to the many grades of 
Louisiana that is handled by our Atlanta and 
Macon merchants, and consumers assessed ex- 
orbitantly when contributing to ‘‘their sweet 
tooth,”’ 

The cane crop is unusually good in this vi- 
cinity, and the yield correspondingly fair. We 
shall give your readers some of the 
funny features that are incident to a 
cane grinding and. sugar boiling in 
the southwest country. The nighboring p!anta- 
tions, that are not similarly engaged, visit the 
boiling, and many a merry game and 
pleasantry is performed. Not infrequent is 
the musical talent called into requisition to 
enliven the “‘sweetening’”’ hour, and_ the song 
and dance—a feature most aceeptable. We 
were thrown in contact with one of these en- 
joyable evenings, through the introduction of 
Mr. Wiesenbaker. 

The ‘“‘gals’’ and boys, releived from their 
various occupations of the plantation—cotton- 
picking, potato-digging, cane siripping, cut- 
ting and hauling, they surround the pine-knot 
fire, and illimitable Leonard, with his banjo, 
but with many a gesture with his sable fin- 
gers, and with the characteristic melody bo- 
longing only to the southern negro, he sang the 
plantation songsin consonance and harmony 
of the well-attuned strings upon the favorite 
instrument—the banjo. The agile-footed 
dancer stepped off the tune with great glee and 
ha! ha! The “‘gals’’ making music with their 
nimble feet, while Leonard, the irrepressible, 
sings out;

TRIAL AT MARIETTA OF CALEB GOG- 
GINS, ACCUSED OF THE CRIME, 


His Acquittal Is Sure to Foll@w,as Nearly 
All the Evidence Points to His 
Innocence, 


MARIETTA, Ga., November 27.—[Special.]— 
The case of the State against Caleb Goggins, 
charged with the killing of Joe Wright on the 
11th instant, came up for trial today in the 
circuit court, his honor, Judge Gober, pre- 
siding. 

W. B. Powers, Judge Lessims and his son, 
Moultrie, appeared for the state, and Colonel 
A. 8. Clay, C.D. Phillips and D. W. Blair, 
for the defense. 

The prosecution proved the killing of Wright 
in the manner detailed by THz ConstTiIruTION 
at the time, by the widow of the murdered 
man, and rested. 

The defense introduced twelve witnesses 
who impeached Mrs. Wright’s oath, then 
proved an alibi by several witnessts. 

The prosecution then sought to support Mrs. 
Wright’s statement, introducing Charles 
Roberts, a negro, who swore to having heard 
threats made by Goggins against Wright. 
This evidence was disproved and the witneas, 
Roberts, was impeached by twelve prominent 
citizens of Marietta, among them Mayor 
Glover and City Attorney Foster. 

The testimony here closed, and at 7:30 
o’clock the argument began in a speech for 
the prosecution, another forthe defense fol- 
lowing. 

Court then adjourned until 8 o’clock to- 
morrow morning. 

As before predicted in these columns Gog- 
gins will have no difficulty in proving an alibi. 
The sentiment which previously existed 
against him was manufactured by the 
scheming gang of moonshiners, who feared 
him as a man possessing full information con- 
cerning their movements, and who have ex- 
erted themselves to the utmost to convict 
him, and get him outof the way of doing 
them harm. 

Wright’s wife was the chief witness against 
Goggins, and her general reputation is bad, to 
say the least.

Boulanger and Mme. X——.

Sr. Hexiers, Jersey, September 17.—It is 
now an open secret that the Mme. X——., of 
the ‘Byways of Boulangerism,’’ whose identity 
was for a long time a subject of curious specu- 
lation, is a Mme. de Benne-Main, who in- 
herited not very long ago a sum of 5,000,000 
francs, in which, however, she is said to have 
only a life interest.

It is a strange coincidence that exactly a hun- 
dred years ago young girls in London were in 
constant terror of meeting in the streets the 
“Jack the Ripper” of that day. He attacked and 
wounded several ladies in different parts of the 
town, cutting their garments, and gashing them 
in the body with a sharp-pointed instrument," 
although he never went so far as murder. In 
April, 1790,a large reward was offered for the 
apprehension of ‘‘the Monster‘’”’ as he was popu- 
larly called. In July, in the same year, Rhynwick 
Williams was prosecuted at the Old Bailey on a 
charge of assaulting four girls, the daughters of an 
hotelkeeper in St. James’ street, and wounding 
one of them.

Rome, Ga., November 24.—[Special.]—For 
the last few days Professor W. E. Horne has 
— in Rome prospecting the minerals of this

with Mr. Horne and asked his opjnion in 
reference tothe minerals of this wonderful 
section—the banner county of the state, 
winner at the Piedmont exposition. 

“My experience in the mining business has 
been long. I went to California in 1864. I 
have lived and worked in the mines of 
Oregon, New Mexico and old Mexico, and in 
the Black range. I was one of the first 
discoverers of the famous John Day gold 
mines, of Idaho. I returned to Alabama a few 
years ago and came to Rome a few days 
ago to inspect the iron ores of this section.”’ 

“Did you find as much as is generally re- 
ported ?”’ 


this county, and do you know that within four , 
miles of Rome you have a splendid deposit? 
The ore runs high in metallic iron, averaging 
from 56 and 57 to 58 per cent, and very low in 
phosphorus. Thereis no better iron found 
in the south than in this immediate 
section, and I am _ thoroughly pleased.

Governor Hill and the Senatorship. 
We referred yesterday to the profound and 


suggestive silence of the mngwumps upon all 


that concerns the political future of Governor 
Hill, of New York. 

There is something methodical and siguifi- 
cant in this sudden reticence, but some of 
the mugwump and Cleveland papers have 
said enouzh to throw a very clear light upon 
the situation. Only the other day The New 
York Commercial Advertiser, a strong Cleve- 
Jand paper, had‘ the following paragraph: 
‘Kor Interment in the National Senatery— 
David B. Hill.’’ There is the whole scheme 
of the governor's opponents, in one brief 
gentence. 

With this pointer, it is easy to see why the 
mugwumps have quit talking about ‘peanut 
politics,’ and the saloon influence. Their 
respectful attitude, and the opinion of Cleve- 
Jand’s friends that Hill’s ‘‘proper place is in 
the senate,”’ will now be readily understood. 

Undoubtedly Governor Hill understands it 
all. The motive back of the senatorial 
scheme cannot very well be disguised. The 
idea is to shelve the governor in the senate 
so that he will not be in Mr. Cleveland’s 
way in 1892. That is all there is in it. 

Governor Hill has three avenues before 
him. One leads to the senate and retires 
him from the presidential race. Another 
leads to a third gubernatorial campaign, asa 
preliminary to the presidential nomination. 
The third leads to retirement from official 
life on the ist of January, 1892, with the 
election of one supporter as governor, and 
another as senator, thus getting things in 
shape for a long and strong pull for the 
presidency. 

In the opinion of the far-secing, Hill can- 
not afford to go to the senate, as that would 
almost inevitably cause him to give way to 
Mr. Cleveland in 1892. Will heenter a third 


gubernatorial race, or retire and take his 


chances for the presidency? 

These are the topics and the questions 
now agitating the minds of Hill's opponents. 
Nothing further is needed to explain the 
true inwardness of mugwump silence, and 
the talk about the senatorship. The end in 
view is simply to switch Governor Hill off 
the presidential track. 


‘fhe Druvucy Gacéiton Again. 

The latest report of the director of the 
mint shows that we have a circulation of 
more than the $17 per capita heretofore 
claimed. The report figures it dut that, 
with our gold, silver and paper money, we 
have a circulation of $22 per capita. 

It is now admitted by all, except the 
shylock class, that we need a much larger 
volume of currency. France has a circula- 
tion of $57 per capita, and the result has 
been to make the masses more prosperous 
than any people in Europe, with no pluto- 
crats to squeeze their earnings. No de- 
pression retards the progress of French in- 
dustries; no panic disturbs financial and 
business circles. The steady increase of pros- 
perity has enabled the people to pay off their 
iinmense war indemnity to Germany, and, 
so far from being inconvenienced or strained, 
the middle classes have saved enough money 
to throw hundreds of millions of dollars 
into the disastrous Panama ditch without 
seriously feeling their loss, 

Instead of being in any degree embar- 
rassed by these enormous demands, the 
workingmen and farmers are doing so well 
that they are the constant patrons of the 
savings banks, which are as numerous in 
their towns and cities as saloons are in some 
of ours. Capping the climax of the finan- 
cial system of this fortunate country, is the 
the Bank of France, with its $250,000,000 
in goldin its vaults, a solid barrier, strong 
enough to roll back the waves of any storm. 

The New York World describes the situa- 
tion correctly when it says that, if France 
can stand $57 per capita, we certainly can 
stand $40, and should not accept $22. Our 
vast territory, the activity and energy of our 
business enterprises, and our rapidly in- 
creasing population, require more money 
than is needed in a small country like 
France, where business maintains a steady 
volume, without reaching out into new fields, 

We have learned more than one useful 
lesson from France in the past, and she is 
still able to teach us much that is profitable 
when we are grappling with questions of 
finance and economy. — 


The Press Barred Out, 

New Orleans has a sensation. The crimi- 
nal sheriff and the officials of the parish 
prison in that city are being investigated in 
the courts, and it seems that the local press 
is responsible for the investigation. 

It is charged that the occupants of this 
prison have been brutally treated; that for 
some time past inhuman barbarities have 
existed in the prison; and, indeed, reports 
of crimes committed there have been of such 
a grave-nature, as to induce the grand jury 
to frame a number of indictments against 
the alleged perpetrators. | 

The press of the city has been largely re- 
sponsible for bringing these matters to the 
attention of the grand jury, It has turned 
its merciless camera on the parish prison 
and has laid bare its dark secrets. The 
Times-Democrat and The Picayune bristle 
with accounts of the brutalities practiced 
there, and the sheriff and his men have been 
brought to bay, and are now fighting the 
newspapers. “a 

Notwithstanding the warrants against 
them by the grand jury,, the prison officials 
are loud in their denials, T hey have even 
gone so far as to bar the prison doors against 
the press, and The Picayune claims that it 
has been excluded )

under proper conditions, is entitled to access to 


every public office and governmental] department. 
While the people were deprived of information 
concerning the transactions inside the parish 
prison, reports of crimes committed there were 80 
grave that they have induced the grand jury to 
frame a number of indictments against the re- 
ported perpeirators. We desire nothing better 
than that the truth should be Inade known and 
the guilty party, if any, properly punished. 

But though the press has been barred out, 
the people are still getting the news. The 
Times-Democrat declares that the brutal 
treatment of prisoners lias become a tradi- 
tien, and has been an open secret for years, 
and is now in full vigor, and that the day 
has gone by alike for the maintenance of 
such an atrocious system and for its conceal- 
ment. 

Hence, the action of the prison officials, 
in barring out the press, is not only self-con- 
demnatory, but has the very opposite effect 
to that intended, The people will have the 
news, and they are getting it, just the same. 
It is a lively fight with interesting develop- 
ments. But, as usual, the press is on top, 
and the reform it advocates will be speedy. 


A Requiem for Ingalls. 

Some of the Washington correspondents 
are chanting a requiem for Senator Ingalls. 
They do not wish to see the Kansas howler 
retired, and their reasons are—that he isa 
great man for news! They claim that they 
can get more news out of Ingalls than any 
other representative in Washington; that 
he isa fiery, aggressive fellow, who makes 
news by stirring up strife. 

This will be very consoling to the Kansas 
senator in the hour of his defeat—to know 
that he is mourned and missed by the sen- 
sational writers of the capital. But if that 
is his business in Washington—as his past 
record seems to indicate—he can well be 
spared. . 

The people don’t want a man in Washing- 
ton to make news for newspaper corre- 
spondents by ‘‘stirring up strife.’’ That has 
been clearly demonstrated in the case of the 
people y. John J. Ingalls. That gentleman 
has obtained more notoriety inthe senate 
than any other man init; but it has been 
the kind of notoriety which has neither done 
the senate nor his constituents any good. 

The press of this country seems deter- 
mined to put down sectionalism in every 
form. It is by keeping it alive that Mr. In- 
galls has gained the notoriety he enjoys, and 
the sooner men of his stamp are relegated to 
the rear, the better it will be for the coun- 
try. 

There will be no lack of news 'in the fifty- 
second congress, and Mr. Ingalls ean well be 
spared. 


Ingersoll As a Kicker. 

That wicked but genial citizen, Colonel 
Robert Ingersoll, bobbed up just before 
Thanksgiving Day, with a cloud on his 
massive brow, and protested against a cus- 
tom that is as old as the country itself. 

Colonel Ingersoll does not believe in 
Thanksgiving. He denies the right of the 
president to appoint a day for it. He says 
this is a secular government, pledged not to 
have anything to do with religion. It is 
selfish, from this notorious infidel’s stand- 
point, to assume that the Almighty has 
singled us out for special blessings, while 
other nations have suffered from famine, 
plagues and earthquakes. The colonel re- 
lates the following anecdote: 

Fifteen or twenty years ago a governor of Iowa 
igsued a Thanksgiving proclamation during a 
season of unexampled disaster. Farms were mort- 
gaged out of sight, corn had dropped to i0 cents a 
bushe), hogs were nowhere, and one son of the 
Hawkeye State, waxing wroth at the governor’s 
call, sat down and wrotea letter to God, telling 
Him the facts, and begging Him to pay no atten- 
tion to the official communication. “And if, oh 
Lord,” he added, ‘“‘you don’t believe the state- 
ments of a long-suffering voter in Iowa, send the 
Angel Gabriel, or some other trusted angel, to see 
for himself and report the truth.” 

And now comes the explanation of all 
this grumbling. The kicker against Thanks- 
giving winds up his protest, by saying that, 
like the Iowa man, he has no reason to be 
thankful. He refuses to rejoice over the 
wholesale defeat of the republicans. He is 
not happy at the sight of triumphant de- 
mocracy, 

It is all right. Yesterday passed off very 
pleasantly, in spite of the gloomy partisans 
and cranks who sulked in their tents. It is 
a great American holiday, and when it is 
observed in the proper spirit it has a whole- 
some and elevating influence.

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TILLMAN'S VICTORY 
IN SOUTH CAROLINA 


THE SUBJECT OF SOME DISCUSSION. 


The Statement that It Eliminates 
the Negro from Politics 


FINDS «A MOST VIGOROUS - DENIAL 


While the Tillman People Declare 
‘that. It Is True. 


Cuarteston, 8. C., November 27.—[Spe- 
ria). J—Mr. P. J. Moran’s letter to THE Con- 
gzruTion, dated from Asheville, N. C., 
published in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION, in 
@hich he asserts that a few men have used the 
cry of “keep the negro down’’ in order to keep 
themselves in office, has tread on somebody’s 
toes, and especially in this section of the state. 

In that letter, speaking of Ben Tillman, Mr. 
Moran goos on and says that South Carolina 
_will yet rise up to bless the name of Ben Tiil- 


whe greatest curse of South Carolina has been 
the overwhelming presence of the negro. It was 
felt that to the suppression of the negro every 
other interest should be subordinated. A small 
cabal of white men in the large cities used this as 
their atock-in-trade for the continuance of them- 
gelves in power. From hand to hand the favors 
of state passed as in a circle, and it was not until 
Ben Tillman entered the arena that the ring was 


broken ! oe 
The cry was raised that he was dividing the 


ghte vote; that he was opening the way for 
pegro supremacy; that though some of his plat- 
form was good, yet there was but one platform 
for South Carolina democrats, and that was—to 


hold down the negro! 
But Tillman kept on with his phenomenal cam- 


paigr. Boldly declaring his independence of the 
necro, and his indifference tothe men who threat- 
ened to defeat him with the negro, he went for- 
ward and won. His victory was won through as 
quiet an election as ever took place in the union, 
and developed the fact that the white race had 
within it the power of controlling the negro with- 
out resort to extraordinary means. If ever there 
was a “white man’s governor” in South Carolina, 
Tiliman is the man. The effect of his victory is to 
remove efiectually the fear of negro supremacy at 
anytime. South Carolina is now as effectually 
secured to white civiliation as any state in the 
anion. 7 

THE NEGRO STILL A FACTOR. 

Public opinion in Charleston does not bear 
out the statement that Tillman’s election is 
the end of all such cries in the future, and 
that the negro has been eliminated from pol- 
itics, as short talks here with some prominent 
Charlestonians would indicate. 

“The man who thinks that Tillman’s success 
in the recent election means the end of the 
race question in South Carolina politics,’’ said 
a prominent lawyer, ‘‘doesn’t know what he is 
talking about, sir. The negro is bound to play 
animportant factor in politicsin this state. 
The negro vote could have easily been polled 
against Tillman in the last election if the 
straightouts had only started their fight sooner. 
He will come to the front in the next eleciion, 
and play a prominent part, too, but there is no 
danger of negro domination. The negrorecog- 
nizes that. What is proposed isto give the 
negro a representation in the legislature and in 
the county government, and let him under- 
stand that he is only to play second fiddle. He 
will naturally vote with the better element in 
the state, and against the crowd that made 
Tillman a possibility.”’ 

BELIEVES THE NEGRO HAS IMPROVED. 

One of the most conservative bankers in the 
city said: 

“The fact seems to be overlooked that the 
negroes of today are not the negroes of 1868-76. 
Anew generation has sprung up, and they 
are fit to exercise the franchise, and what is 
more, they cannot be much longer suppressed. 
It is plainly, thorefore, our duty to get them 
on the side of the more intelligent and con- 
sery2tive whites. Tillman’s victory was 
merely an accident. He and his supporters 
will be wiped out of existence two years hence. 
When they bury Hampton, as they will surely 
do, they will have cut themselves loose from 
all that is decent and respectable in the 
state. Do you know how many 
murderers are in the present legislature? No, 
you may expect to hear from the negro vote in 
South Carolina two years hence, and you will 
hear good of it, too. 

Brit Who Made Him the Nominee? 

GREENVILLE, S. C., November 27.—[Spe- 
cial.J—That portion of Mr. P. J. Moran’s 
Asheville letter of the 25th instant, referring 
to the Tillman election and white supremacy 
in this state, was discussed here today. Sev- 
eral gentlemen stated that they didn’t agree 
with Mr. Moran, and that the election of Till- 
man himself had nothing whatever to do with 
the establishmont of white supremacy. Had 
any other man received the nomination of the 
democratic state convention, he would have 
been elected as quickly and as easily as Till- 
man, or any of his predecessors, since Hamp- 
ton, with the solid white vote, wrested the 
state government from negro supremacy. The 
experience of the white people of this state in 
the past has been too severe to allow a large 
majority of them to ever think of opposing the 
regular democratic nominee, whoever he 
may be. 


THE FARMERS’ VIEW OF IT. 


A Visit Into the Country Around Rock 
Hill. . 

Rock Hit, S. C., November 27.—[Special.] 
An opinion, ventured aday or two ago, that 
the victory of Ben Tillman killed the negro 
bugaboo, and puts the white people of South 
Carolina where they may discuss general poli- 
tics with safety,finds endorsement from sources 
which estaqlish its soundness. 

Of course, this opinion will be honestly com- 
bated by people who live in towns and cities. 
From these centers of white strength came the 
first effective declaration of white supremacy. 
The people in cities and towns are. more read- 
ily called together than are those of the coun- 
try. In an emergency, therefore, the first an- 
Sweralways comes from the crowded thor- 
cughfare. This rule, true at all times, was 
emphasized by the condition of South Caro- 
lina when Scott and his cohorts held the state 
under their heel. Moses introduced an era of 
jobbery and corruption, while Dan Chamber- 
jain threw more of venom into the politics of 
the state than had ever been known before. 

Then came the momentous campaign of ’76! 

Words fail to express the bravery of the 
white men of South Carolina who, banded 
under the leadership of the dauntless. Hamp- 
ton, spread the fires of liberty, and called upon 
& whole people to rise and be free. There was 
nota city, not a town, not a hamlet, in which 

fires were not. burning, and as thoy lay 
Scattered over the surface ofthe state they 
Were like signal posts, whose lights kept up 
communication with each other. Their very 
Solidarity made it appear as if the campaign 
Was the work of a single hand.

These people, simple and honest, were content 
to go to the courthouse towns on public days, 
lending their presence and support to the city 
men who had their slates already made ont. 
Satisfied that the state government was in safe 
hands, content to reap their crops in peace, 
they voted and returned to their labors with a 
a which could not be expected to con- 
ue. 

Then arose Ben Tillman! 

Tillman lived in the country, and wore home- 
spun clothes. He was not “in the swim” po- 
litically, and upon many occasions was snubbed 
by men who owed all the importance they ever 
had to the votes of men just like him. Smart- 
ing under these rebuffs, Tillman’s mistake was 
in allowing himself to say things of public 
officers which were not true, as a matter of 
fact, but which was the ready response of an 
indignant man. The newspapers, unfort- 
unately, took the cue from the office 
holders, and too often met the argument offthe 
farmers’ advocate with ridicule. They charged 
that he was organizing the country against the 
towns, forgetting that community of interest 
and feeling had madeit unnecessary for the 
towns to go through any form of organization. 

Of course, there ig no excuse for the violence 
of speech displayed by Tillman during the 
years which led upto his victory. It would 
have been much better had he spoken in 
milder language, and avoided charges which 
he could not prove, and which the honor of 
democratic rule in the state vouched for as 
being impossible. But, as before stated, he 
was goaded on, and the result is well known. 

I took occasion today to drive out into the 
country around this place, and find out what 
some of the rural people thought of the effect 
of Tillman’s victory, and feel convinced now 
that it makes a turning point in the history of 
the state. In conversation with a 
prominent farmer, who spoke with clearness 
and intelligence, he readily assented to the 
proposition that the people had solved the 
gtave question of supremacy, and’ solved it in 
the right way. Said he: : 

‘South Carolina is an agricultural state, 
and must ever remain so. Admitting all that 
can be claimed for other industries, they must 
remain secondary to the agricultural interest. 
The people of a state are those who live in the 
country. From their veins must be supplied 
the new blood which keeps the cities glive. 
In other words, the cities are but ieccis pon 
the commonwealth. It follows that the state 
should be governed by the people who com- 
prise its strength, and that the artificial work 
should not be mistaken for the sound timber 
which gives strength to the ship. 

“The farmers of South Carolina havo, 
for years, felt that, as a class, 
they were neglected. The cities were 
thriving, while the homesteads were being 
deserted. On the next farm to mine there 
lived a family of father, mother, four sons and 
three daughters. All the sons and daughters 
have gone to cities, scattered far and near, 
while the old couple alone survive at the old 
homestead, like tombstones in a country 
graveyard. Now, thisstate of things should 
not exist. When the light goes out of the 
country home there is something wrong 
When the cities possess all the attractions, | 
and deserted farmhouses become homes for 
owls and bats, time for consideration has 
come. 

“Andright here a trouble confronted us, 
which confronted no other people in history. 
Living, surrounded by an inferior race, if we 
caused division in the white ranks oyer eco- 
nomic questions, we invited negrorule. That 
was the threat, and I must confess, that seemed 
to be the inevitable result. The agitation 
begun by Tillman had our sympathy, but fear 
of negro rule growing therefrom made us fear- 
ful about giving him ourjsupport. 

“Matters grew worse and worse, and Till- 
man grew in proportion. It was a dangerous 
experiment, but the farmers were thoroughly 
worked up. The cry of the city people that 
we were inviting negro rule by antagonizing 
them, was met with the response that they 
were equally at fault by antagonizing the 
country. The Haskell movement was full of 
peril for the state. Ifthe white people in the 
cities, reinforced by the negro vote in the 
country, could have defeated Tillman, the 
anarchy which would have followed would 

haye in indescribable. The defiant utter- 
ance of Tillman that he would shoot down the 
first white man who attempted to 
yote a negro in such & way was 
violent, but its effect owas whole- 
some. The crisis had to be met—it was met, 
and the negro proved to be worthless timberin 
the hands of those who had hoped to use him.”’ 

‘‘Now,’’ I asked the speaker, ‘‘what part do 
you think the negro will play in the future 
politics of the state ?’’ 

‘‘T ain candidly of. the opinion that his part 
will be even less than it bas been hithefto. 
The men of the party, who, in their hatred. of 
the farming class, will seek to crush them by a 
negro alliance, will be doomed to political in- 
famy. Theso-called ‘respectable’ element. of 
the state, which courts negro alliance in pref- 
erefice to association with white farmers, will 
simply have to retire, and the men who have 
tilled the soil and made the state will continue 
to own and govern it. 

“Té is well to remember, however,” 
he continued, ‘that this talk of 
negro alliance comes from & very 
small class of peoplein the cities, who have 
persona] interests at stake,. and that the great 
mass ofthe peoplein the cities will soon find 
that their interests are identical with ours.”’ 

The speaker was so earnest in his views, 
which I found to be entertained by all upon 
whom I called, that I left him with the feeling 
that South Carolina was safe in the hands of 
her white farmers. P. J. MoRAN.

The 
climate is more salubrious; the access to 
markets is vastly. better; the certainty of 
crops is much greater, and the variety of

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The Pororoca. 
This curious phenomenon, the terror of the 
Amazon’s mouth, is described in The Popular 
Science Monthly by John C. Branner, state 
geologist of Arkansas. He gives it in the 
words of a British sailor who was an eye-wit- 
ness: 
‘‘Shortly after the tide had stopped running 
out, they saw something coming toward them 
from the ocean in a long white line, which grew 
biggS and whiter as it approached. Then 
there was a sound like the rumbling of distant 
thunder, which grew louder and louder as the 
white line came nearer, until it seemed as if 
the whole ocean had risen up and was coming, 
charging and thundering down upon them, 
boiling over the edge of this pile of water like 
an endless cataract, from four to seven metres 
high, that spread out across the whole eastern 
horizon. This was the pororoca! When they 
saw it ape the crew became utterly de- 
moralized, and fell to weeping and praying in 
the bottom of the boat, expecting that it would 
certainly be dashed to pieces, and they them- 
selyes drowned. The pilot, however, had the 
presence of mind to heave anchor before the 
wall of waters struck them; and, when it did 
strike, they were first pitched violontly for- 
ward, and then lifted, and left rolling and toss- 
ing like a cork on the foaming sea it left 
behind, the boat nearly filled with water. But 
their trouble was not yet ended; for, before 
they had emptied the boats, two other such 

seas came down on them at short intervals, 

tossing them in the same manner, and finally 
leaving them within a stone’s throw of the 

river bank, where another such wave would 

have dashed them on upon the shore. They 

had been anchored before the wave struck 

them, near the middle of the stream, which, 

at this place, isseveral miles wide. 

He explainsitas follows: ‘The explana- 
tion of this phenomenon, as given by Conda- 
mine, appears to be the correct one—that is, 
that it is due to the incoming tide meeting re- 
sistance in the form of immense. sand bars in 
some places and narrow channels in others. 
So long as the tide advances-throvgh a deep 
ocean it moves freely and swiftly; but when it 
passes suddenly from tho deep waters of the 
open ocean to the near-shore shallows, it stum- 
bles upon them, as it were, and the waters are 
heaped up.”’

Smith. 

_ATLANTA, Ga., November 27.—My. Dear 

Sir: I begtoacknowledge the regeipt of the 

following communication, bythe hand of your 

friend, the ee 6.3% 

GEORGIA, Pear COUNTY —To Socrates Smith: 
By virtue of the pretept to me directed, you are 
herebycommancded to appear before the presiding 
judge at the next Superior dpurt, to be held at the 
courthouse, in the city ef Atlanta, in and for the 
county of Fulton, on the ath day of December, 
1820, at 8:30 o'clock in the ferenoon of that addy, 
to be 8worn as a petit juror.

In reply to the above, I desire to say that 
the tone of your communication does not com- 
mend itsélf to my sense of proprioty. In the 
first place, you do not obserre the common 
courtesy that should govern the intercourse of 
gentlemen. 

It would have beena very graceful thing in 
you to have addressed your note to ‘‘'The Hon. 
Socrates Sntith.” Such slight exaggerations 
of the dignity of a person with whom one’s re- 
lations are strained is most decorous, and. give 


evidence cf that high courtesy in whidh'a ‘ 


noble sou! is wont to invest itself. 

Dut, excusing you from the exercise of a 
good taste, which you donot seem to possess, 
permit me to remark that you might at least 
have followed: the rule of common courtesy 
by beginning your communication, ‘My Dear 
Sir.’” Instead, you take up my name without 
handles, as if it was so much merchandise 
enumerated in a bill of sale. 

I observe in yourcommunication a reference 
to a ‘precept to youdirected.’’ Judging from 
your conduct, I would notthink any precept 
had ever been directed to’ you; certainly pre- 
cepts have failed to influence your character.

If you cannot truthfully call me great, you 
might at least hide your weakness in respectful 
silence. This insinuation that there is any- 
thing small about my capacity to try the 
causes of my fellow-citizens is entirely un- 
called for, and is as coarse and undignified as 
it is unjust. 

In concluding your letter without the slight- 
est assurance of personal regard, you manifest 
an unfriendliness and indifference which is 
shocking, if not barbarous. In the first part 
of your communication you made an allusion 
to aprecept which has been directed to you. 
Allow me to suggest that there is an illustrious 
example worth more to you than the precept 
which you appear to have disregarded.

NOT A MURDER AT ALL. 

To THE EpiTroR OF THE TIMES-UNION. LEES- 
BURG, Fla., November 24.—Itisa great pity that 
you cannot always get the exact facts peompey 
in a matter affecting the good name of individu- 
als, a community anda state. Your information 
about the circumstances of the gm of L’Es- 
trange at Webster last Friday is full of errors, 
and you have accordingly made a mountain out of 
a mole hill and done injustice both to R. E. Buford 
and the people of Webster. i 

I had an interview Saturday with a Mr. Smith, 
an honest farmer who served on the coroner’s 
jury sitting on the body of L’Estrange, and from 

im I ascertained the following facts: 

“Some time ago an officer was sent down to ar- 
rest Buford for violation of the postal laws, but 
Buford was away on business, and the officer re- 
turned without him. When Buford got back and 
learned the fact, he expressed his regret at having 
been absent, and said he would thenceforth stay 
at home until he was arrested. 

“T’Estrange reached Webster on a Florida 
Southern freight train about noon on Friday, the 
2ist instant. e gave his name as Jones, and no 
one knew what his real name was until his dead 
body was searched and the papers found therein 
disclosed his identity. Until this time, when his 
hody was searched, no one knew his business at 
Webster, 

“The facts of the killing are from Buford him- 
self, who was the only witness. He lives outa 
short distance, a mile perhaps, from Webster, oc- 
cupying alog cabin, in one room of which he 
keeps a kind of a retail provision store. This 
room has only one door. It also contains a bed, 
whereon Buford sleeps, with a double-barreied 
shotgun at the head of it. At the hour of the 
killing, Buford was kneeling beside the bed, look- 
ing after some business papers kept in a trunk 
that waa stored beneath the bed. Suddenly and 
withouta word of warning, a@ stranger sprang 
into the doorway with an open pocket knife in 
his hand and exclaimed: 

‘Oh, yes; damn you! I’ve got you now!’ 

“Buford, seeing no chance of escape, and think- 
ing, from the man’s conduct, that he wa3 bent on 
murder snatched up his gun and fired without a 
word. Acharge of buckshot entered his neck, 
and he fell. 

“Buford at once went to his nearest neighbor, 
Rev. Mr. McLeod, and stated that he had killed 
an unknown man, giving the particulars as above, 
and concluded by saying that he had come to give 
himself up. 

‘A coroner’s jury was soon secured, and, on 

roceeding to the scene, they found the déad man 
ving withan open pocket knife near his right 
hand, while in one pocket was a cocked pistol.

A SPLENDID CAREER. 


‘DR. KOCIUS WONDERFUL RISE FROM 
OBSE URITY. 


Ten Vears Ago He Was an Unknown 
Country Physician—His Discovery of 
Facilli~The Cholera Germ. 


Benurx, November 26.—Dr. Koch, whose 
famo during the last few weeks has gone forth 
to the ends of the civilized world as the dis- 


coverer oMhe cure for consumption and other 


tuberculous diseases, was until ten years ago 
an obscure country physician. His practice 
and his reputation did notextend beyond the 
limits of the little town of Wollstein, a place 
so small and unimportant that itis only with 
much difliculty that it can be found upon the 
map. : 
Born forty-one years ago at Clausthal, in 
the Harz mountains, he was educated and 
graduated at the University of Gottingen. 
Shortly after taking his degree he established 
himself in a village near Hanover and began 
to practice as a physician. Finding, however, 
that it was impossible to make both ends meet, 
he migrated to Rackwitz, a little malarious 
town in Prussian Poland, which he 
subsequently deserted for W ollstein. 
It was while there that his name 
came before the public in 1880 as an expert in 
connection with the famous Speichert poison- 
ing case. The conviction of the prisoner in 
this cause celebre was entirely owing to the 
remarkable analysis and medical testimony of 
Dr, Koch, which attracted such widespread 
attention by reason of their profound erudi- 
tion that he was summoned to Berlin to take 
his seat as a member of the sanitary commis- 
sion of the metropolis and as a professor of the 
Royal School of Medicine. 

It was two years !ater that-he first made the 
great discevery that tuberculous diseases 
were due to the existence of bacilli—a dis 
covery that revolutionized the ° entire 
scientific world, and thenceforth he devoted 


his entire efferts to finding some rival! microbe or 


chemica! antidote powerful enough to neutral- | 


ize the operations of the tubreculous: bacilli. 

In 1883 his labors in this direction were inter- 

rupted by being placed at the 

head of the medical commission dis- 
patched by the German government to 

Egypt and India for the purpose of making 

researches into the origin and the causes and 

prevent: of cholera. It was while at Cal- 
cutta he succeeded in discovering in the 
water of 2 native cistern the comalike germ or 
microbe of the cholera, for which until now no 
one has sueceededin discovering any antidote. 

On his return to Germany hoe was rewarded by 

the government for his researches with an 

honorariu:m of 100,000 marks with the rank of 
privy counselor, and with the rectorship of the 

Imperial lustitute of Hygiene. 

Dr. Keech is now, however, about to resign 
his professership in order to take charge of an 
immense government establishment devoted 
to the cure of tuberculous diseases of every 
sort by means of hypodermic injections of his 
lymph, and toward the establishment of which 
the state has just contributed the sum of 1,- 
000,000 marks. Itis reported that the Ger- 
man Pasteur, as Koch is calied, is on the eve 
of annouscing an even still more important 
discovery, namely, that of an antidote de- 
stroying the germs of diphtheria.

AN EARTHQUAKE AN HOUR. 


Seismic Sensations on an Unusual Scale—A 
Nicaraguan City Depopulated. 


Washington Letter. 

The Granada earthquake is described in a 
latter from Consul Newell, of Managua, to the 
state department. Granada, the scene of the 
disturbance, is distant from Managua twenty- 
seven miles, and is situated on the eastern side 
of Lake Nicaragua. Within a few miles of 
the city are numbers of volcanoes, the more 
prominent being Mombacho and Pilon. The 
consul writes: 

“The first shock was noticed at 10 o’clock 
Sunday merning, August Jist. From this time 
until midnight of the same day there were 
twenty-two distinct shocks, some severe, the 
mostslight. On Monday, September Ist,at 6:00 
a.in., the strongest shock was felt; its dura- 
tion was six seconds. Foran hour and a half 
afier the shock on Monday the earth was in a 
constant tremor. Twenty-six shocks from 
Moday, September Ist,to Tuesday afternoon, 
September 2d, were recorded. 

‘On September 1 a panic seized the people, 
and women and children> went crying and 
praying through the streets. Some women 
marched in procession bearing an image of the 
Saviour, fwhile others bore the siatue of a 
saint, which, according to native belief, has 
power to quiet a disturbance of this character. 
The populace fed pell-melf to the plaza and 
other open spaces. Somehad the harditiood 
to take time to get household effects; the ma- 
jor part, however, sought a place of safety 
empty-handed. isusiness houses all discontin- 
ued business, which was a serious drawback, 
as the people were all shut off by this means 
froin provisions, and thus ensued much dis- 
tress. Many houses were looted by thieves. 
Some of the vere broken into by 
rouchs and. their contents carried off. The 
government very wisely sent 200 soidiers to 
Granada, and thusin the beginning stopped 
the reign of anarchy and chaos. So _ terror- 
stricken were the people that thousands tled 
to adjacent towns. The government ordered 
special trains to enable those who desired to 
leave the city. Many availed themselves of 
the opportunity, so that now, even at this late 
date, Granada appears like a deserted village. 

‘The earthquake still continues, and many 
prophecies are made as to the ultimate end of 
the trouble. Some agree with a noted French 
expert on earthquakes that the city will sink 
out of sight, or tbat a volcano will be thrown 
up inits midst. None of the volcanoes in the 
vicinity are active, so that -it is exceedingly 
ditticult to determine the cause. It may arse 
from atmospheric changes, as the season has 
been hotter and drier than known here for 
years. Why this should locate the disturbance 
more in Granadathan in any other place in 
Nicaragua I know not. 

‘The extent of the damage is not fully 
known. Many buildings have their walls badly 
cracked, and many roofs are uncovered by the 
tiles running off. This government labors un- 
der a great disadvantage in not having the 
proper apparatus with which to make earth- 
quake observations. This, I might say, is the 
land of volcanoes, for within a radius of 3v0 
miles there are twenty-iive—ons to every 
twelve mile. Much vaiuable information could 
be furnished scienca from thig point were the 
proper instruments here.”’ ** .

That he 
would worthily and ably fill the position and 
to the satisfaction of the bar and public those 
who know him best are convinced. The en- 
dorsement he has received should and will ne- 
cessarily have weight, and his election would 
be gratifying to his numerous friends and col- 
leagues in this circuit. This action of the local 
bar speaks for itself.
